DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed 9/21/00 (Paper No. 2), has been entered. 
Claims 1-18 and 20-76 have been canceled. 

Claims 77-78 have been added. 

Applicant's amendment, filed 12/27/00 (Paper No. 3), has been entered. 
Claim 19 has been canceled. 
Claims 79-88 have been added. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 1 21 : 

I. Claims 77-86, drawn to method of blocking or interfering with B7-mediated responses with B7-specific 
antibodies, classified in Class 424, subclass 130.1 . 

II. Claims 87-88, drawn to methods of generating and identifying B7-specific antibodies, classified in 
Class 435, subclass 7.1. 

3. Inventions I and II are different methods, which require different ingredients, process steps and 
endpoints, Therefore, they are patentably distinct. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for Group I 
is not required for Group II and Groups I and II have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by 
their different classification and divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper.
